Foreign 
ministers, attaches of legation, military 
and naval officers may again be seen 
driving or promenading on tho great 
bonlevard that stretches from the Trees* 
•nry Department to the Capitol. Dash- 
ing 
government 
clerks, aristocratic 


daughters of n bankrupt old regime, and 
stylish parvenndoin, opulent in Govern- 
ment contracts, vio in the display oi 
Parisian fashions and American man- 
ners on Pennsylvania Avenue. In short 
the political mill, Mammon's court, auc 
Vanity Fair, have been again brought 
in proximity at the only place where 
they can be seen in such development, 
on this side of the globe. What are 
these to us or we to them that we should 
read about them anel write about them? 
Has not every American citizen n polit- 
ical sphere ia his municipality,, county, 
or Stato? And as for the sphcreless sex, 
or, at least, those whose 'sphere is in 
dispute, have they not social realms of 
their own—little pent up Utieas of fash- 
ion, narrow and provincial they may 
call them, but they contain the germ 
and the elements of all that wo see in 
Washington, Boston, or the proudest 
court of Europe. But it is well for one, 
both bodily and mentally, to get ont of 
eccumtomecl environment for n little 
•while and as the most eminent investi- 
gators have not thought it beneath them 
to study the lowliest forms of life and 
the most primitive systems of polity, 
the American citizen and citoycnne will 
find their horizon broadened and their 
usefulness enhanced by studying polit- 
ical movements and social tendencies, 
at the only se«t of National Government 
that is accessible to them. Those' who 
imagine there is nothing worth knowing 
outside' their own village in Virginia, 
•will make a greater niUtakc than the

In this respect the con- 
trast between tho U. S. Treasury offices 
and the Bank of England is striking and 
suggestive. In the Treasury Depart- 
ment offices aro richly carpeted, sup- 
plied with mirrors, easy chairs, and 
lounges; in the other only coarse matting 
covers the stone floor, and it is in other 
' respects furnished with little less sever- 
ity than a prison. Tho appearance of 
the committee rooms of the House of 
Parliament contrast with the chambers 
of our congressional committees as docs 
the evil of a reclnse with a ladies' 
boudoir.

THE CALIFORNIA 


The California Fish Commissioners 


have just completed their biennial re- 
port, and forwarded it to Governor Invin 
for his approval i.nd transmission to the 
Legislature. 
The report is exhaustive 


in detail, and besides giving a faithful 
reflex of the valuable labor of tho Com- 
missioners during the period covered, 
contains much of interest to tho general 
public. It presents a summary of'the 
suliuou caught iu tho waters of Califor- 
nia, Oregon, liiiUsh Columbia and 
Alaska during the past two years, the 
number of canneries, tho fish calmed, tho 
capital invested, and the number of 
men employed iu tho business of catch- 
ing salmon in tho Territory referred to. A 
description'o. ..H the fish caught iu thu 
bays, of Sau l-'raadseo, Tomulcs anil 
Monterey, a:ul iu thu Pacific Ocean, 
which are otlV. nl lor .sale in this uuuket, 
is also given, to^i-ther with the relative 
abundance o.' i.i j several varieties dur- 
ing the diffju..: mouths iu the year. 
From this i-.i'u.:, it appears there are 
iiinety-thrct- .ii..\;reut varieties of fish 
offered for : ...- iu the Sail Francisco 
markets duri: g the year. As the fisher- 
men go furtlu-i :'i-oni shore and get into 
deeper water, tiicy are constantly finding 
new varieties of fish. Some ot these arc 
very fine for food—especially some new 
varieties of flounder which were caught 
the past season. A singular fact, uot 
known to many, is th'it of these ninety- 
three varieties of fish but one of them 
is to be found in tho waters of. the At- 
lantic. That one, the halibut, is found 
all along the northern coast, uud up 
into the Arctic Oceau, showing that he, 
like thu whale, is accustomed to make 
ihe Northwest Passage. 
In Alaska, 


they are found weighing from 100 to 300 
sounds, and are identical with tho hali- 
jut so much prized on the Atlantic sea 
joard. Tho small halibut, so called, 
which is found in these markets, is iu 
reality a species of turbot.

STASTICTJCS or 'WAOKS.—A \vriter in 


London Daily News has been compiling 
statistics of the wages to faric laborers in 
America, and {;ivcs the rending public 
the benefit of his investigations. The 
late iniigcs nil tho way fiom $G 30 per 
mr.uth \\ith hoard, in South Carolina, 
to $32 in Kcvad.i. Tho highest average 
r.ito of w agei,, it appeals, arc paid in the 
West. In tho great farming Stales the 
monthly stipend, with boaidisfrom $14 
to §15. 
In England ijll to $12 is the 


current rate ami 111 UewYork §13 to $19. 
All along the Pacific slope, it is said 
the farm laborers can earn twice these 
wages. In Cr.nnda tho rates of wages 
average from $10 to $13 per month, nud 
the laborers consider Unit Cicellcut pay. 
On tho whole, tho rates of wages in 
the United States will not suffer by com- 
parison with thnt of other countries, nor 
\iill the condition of the farm laborers. 
There is, after nil, no country in the 
\\orld so, well adapted to the laboring 
classes as our own. 


The long-talked of project of 'a sub- 


marine U-lcgitiph from home point on 
the west const of tho United States to 
the Samhuch Islands and theiico to 
China and Japan is said to be quietly 
working into shape, tho chief promoter 
of tho undertaking being Cyrus W. 
Field, the father of ocean telegraphs. 
He holds an exclusive concession for 
such cable from tho Government of the 
Sandwich Islands. Similar concessions 
are expected from China and Japan, 
when the work will no doubt be under- 
taken.

Court yesterday made its fiist decision 
in luttpretatioit of the new Constitution. 
George Mooro was elected 
Superior 


•Judge of Aa ador county, li. G. Free- 
man, an elector, took judici.il proceed- 
ings to contest the election, on tho 
giouud that Moore had not resided in 
the State for two years and in the county 
for, one year next before his election, 
that beiux n qualification required under 
the old law lor District Judges. Tho 
case was heard before Judgo Biowu, 
County Judge of Amudor county, who 
rendered a judgment declaring the con- 
test well taken and the election of Moore 
void, and that Moore was disqualified 
for tho position. Yesterday Mr. Moore 
appeared before tho Supreme Court— 
the CIIBO having been taken up to that 
body—with his counsel, Henry Edger- 
ton and J. W. Armstrong, the contest- 
ant being represented by Judgo Porter, 
of Amadur county. The case was argued 
and -tho Court from the bench, ordered 
the judgment reversed, and though mi; 
uouucing no grounds for the decision, 
it was evident that it was based on tho 
position inkfii by Mr. Muore, to wit: 
tho Political Code provides that an elec- 
tor is eligible to any office except where 
there is special provision made lor spec- 
ial qualifications. Under the new Con- 
stitution any person is nu elector vho 
has been a resident of- t.io State for 
one year, pf the county three mouths, 
and of the election precinct thirty days 
next preceding tbe election. Mr. Moore 
camo within these prorcsious, and lieuco 
his right to the office to which ho was 
elected . was sustained.—[Sacramento
